USERS 
SUPPLIES PROBLEM 


RATION of one ton of turf 
for the two months, December 
and January, will be allowed out- 
side the scheduled turf area. No 
coal will be available for the 
ordinary domestic user, with the 
exception of limited quantities of 
anthracite, made available for 
persons who are solely dependent 
on anthracite cookers, in which 
no other fuel can be used. 

The Great Southern Railways 
have developed a means of using 
anthracite duff for transport pur- 
poses, and have purchased all the 
available duff in the country. Con- 
sequentiy, none of this material will 
e available for domestic use in the 
coal-mining areas. 

The purchase of timber fuel still 
remains uncontrolled, but there is 
every indication that there will be a 
distinct scarcity of such fuel. Vir- 
tually all, if not all, the turf now 
available in the non-turf area is 
produced at the instance of the 
Government, and the dumps which 
have been accumulated over the past 
couple of years are the main sources 
of supply. Apart from the risks of 
weather conditions, absolytely wet 
turf must not be supplied by mer- 
chants. 

A number of consumers in Dublin 
have not been able to obtain their 
turf ration in the last period, whictl. 
ended yesterday, ond im official 
circles it is emphasised that rations 
cannot be carried over from one 
period to another. 


A WARNING 


Consumers are warned that thev 
must purchase turf only from the 
merchant or bellman with whom 
they are registered. This does not 
apply in the case of purchases of Jess 
than four stones. It has been ascer-

ORDER TO THE LIMIT 


Householders who order only a 
portion of their two-monthly fuel 


ration at a time are adding to the 
transport difficulties of the fuel 
merchants. It is advisable, say 


suppliers, to order up to the limit 
of your storage capacity. Turf 
should be ordered at least a fort- 
night before the expiry of the ration 
period, a merchant told the /rish 
limes yesterday.

After the first excitement of the 
news that British and American 
troops had landed in North Africa 
[just three weeks ago, reports from 
Algiers suggest that a lull has set 
in, and that those who have been 
expecting ‘‘ sensational ’’ develop- 
ments must possess their souls in 
patience. Many things have 
happened in North Africa and 
elsewhere since General LEisen- 
hower’s troops landed on the 
beaches at Oran. The Germans 
and Italians admittedly were 
taken by surprise—not, indeed, 
because they did not anticipate 
an Anglo-American landing, but 
because they believed that it would 
be made at Dakar, rather than in 
Algeria. Nevertheless, they did 
not lose any time.
